That chapter eleven (11) of title four (4) of ths compiled Code of
Iowa and of ths supplement to sald Cods i{s amended, rovimed, and codiffied
to read as follows:

Ssction 1., - Statement of eloction expenses. Every candidate for any
- 0office voted for at any primary, municipal or gensral election shall, within
thirty (30) days after the holding of such slection, file o true, dstailed
and gworn statemsnt showing all wmums of money ozpther things of valus dig-
bursed, expsnded or promiged, dirsctly or indirectly, by him, and to the
- ‘best of hig lmowledge and belief by any othsr parson or persons in his
behalf for the purpose of aidirg or sscuring his nomination or elaction,

S8¢c., 2, Baquirsment of statement. Such staterent shall show the datea,
anmounts, and Tyon whom -suck sums of monsy or other thinza of value wars
roceived, and tho dates, amounts; purposss, and to whom paid or dlsbursed,

and ghall include ths assessmett of any person, or organigation in chargoe of
the gampalgn of such candidate,

Sec. 3, Plling of statenment. Such statement shall be Llleds
1. Vith the county auditor, in cass of municipal or county cfficss,
2, With ths secretary of state, in cass of state or federsl officose

Sec. 4. Sworn statements by party chairmen, The chairmen of each party

centrel committse for the state, district, or county, shall file o true,
detailed, anft sworn statemsnt of rsceipts and expsnditures within thirty (30)
days after tho gencml elestion. The chairmen of state and district coniral
‘committoeg shall file sald statements with the mecretary of state; and the
chairmen of county central committeos, witk the county suditor. Such state-
ments ghall contain all the information vequirad to be filed by candidates,
and in addition thorsto shall state the amounts or balances remaining on hand,

Sec. 5. Additional statements, If after the filing of any of the
foregoling statements saild candidate or chalrman shell, dirsctly or indirectly,
receive any naney or oth-r thing of valme contributed, expressly or tacitly,
for the purpose of reimbursing or alding ssid candidate 4n his nomination or
elaction, or for the purpose of defraying the expense of aald committee, said
candidate, or chalrmen, as the case may be, shell within thirty days after the
receipt of such contribution or gift fi¥e a like avorn stateront.

Sec. 6. Statements opan to public inspection, Sald statsments shall
be open at all times to ths inspection of the public, and remain on flls and
be & part of ths permansnt mcords 4{n ths office where filed.
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_ Secs 7. “Iimitation on expenses of candidate, It ghall be unlawful for -
any candidate to expend in connection with any primary election campalsgn more

" than fifty per centun of the annual selary applicable to the position for.

which he ia a candidsate and unlawful for him-to expend in connsction with his
campalgn for election to eny office more then fifty psr centum of the annual
salary applicadls to the position for which he is a candidates It shell be -
unlawful for anyone who is a candidate for the office of Stzte Representative
or State Semator to expend in commaegtion with any primary election campalgn
or general elution campaign more them f£ifty per cent (80%) of the salary of
a member at one yegular session of the general assembly of Iowa.

AR ACT to amend, Yevise, and codify sections five hurdred sixtyenine (569),

five hundred seventy-two (572) and five hundred seventy-thres (573) of the
compiled cods of Iowa, rehting to contesting eleotions of state officers.

Be It Enacted by the General Assombly of tha Stats of Iova:

That eection five hundred -aixtyenine (569) of t‘he compiled Code of
Jowa is emendoad, revieed.. and codified to read as followss

Ssction 1.~ Contest court. Ths court for the trial of contested state
offices, except that of governor and lisutenant governor, shell consist of thres
dietrict judges, not interested, who shall be sslested by the chief Justice of
the supreme court,.sxcept that when the chief Justice is a party to the contut.
the governor shall gelsat said district juldges.

That sections fivs hundred seventy-two (572) and five hundred lwonty-
thyee (573) of the compneﬁ Cods of Iowa are amended, revised, and codified to
read as :Eollonz

Sec, 2. Selection of court, Upon the £iling of such statemont, the
chief Justice of the supreme gourt, or governor, as the case mzy be, shall
gelect the membership of the court to try such contest, and immediately certify
such gelection to the clerk of the supreme gourt, Vacancies shall algo be.

- Bec, 3. TNotice of selestion., Ths clerk of the supreme gourt, on rYeceipt

at the seat of government, within ten (10) days after said notification and
